I  hope  that  in  the  year  ahead,  you  will 
see  countless  such  examples  of  creative  approaches  to  long-term 
concerns.

Have  No  Fear 


RABBI  STEVEN  I.  REIN 

The  words  of  psalm  2 7 

REVERBERATE  in  our  souls  as 
we  recite  them  at  the  conclusion 
of  every  service  from  Rosh  Hodesh  Elul 
until  the  end  of 
Sukkot.  While  this 
is  the  season  of 

introspection  and  asking  forgiveness,  the 
psalm  is  not  about  self-abasement;  it  is 
not  a  confession  of  sin  or  an  admission  of 
guilt.  What  then  is  it?  Psalm  27  is  a  tender 
expression  of  trust,  an  expression  of  deep 
yearning.  It  is  a  prayer  of  emotional  and 
spiritual  vulnerability.  What  are  the  fears 
that  turn  us  to  God  for  comfort?  Much 
of  the  time,  it  is  the  worries  that  affect 
us  individually,  not  the  fear  of  natural 
disasters,  war  and  poverty,  but  the  fear  of 
being  alone,  feeling  foolish,  the  fear  of 
making  a  mistake,  of  not  being  liked,  of 
being  unlovable. 

How  might  we  moderate  our  fears  if  we 
internalize  the  opening  line  of  this  psalm? 

We  might  think  about  how  God  has  been 
our  “help”  and  our  “light”  -  helping  us 
become  aware  of  difficult  realities  that  we 
might  not  have  wanted  to  see  or  might  not  have  been  able  to  see 
and  then  helping  us  not  fall  apart  when,  finally,  we  face  them. 
Perhaps  God  has  been  our  “light”  through  the  mitzvot:  Shabbat 
and  holiday  candles  illuminating  our  home  and  souls;  a  friendly 
face  whose  gentle  smile  came  at  a  time  of  great  emotional 
need;  or  sparks  of  wisdom  acquired  through  reading,  study,  and 
thoughtful  conversations  with  others. 

As  a  synagogue,  we  seek  to  embody  God’s  eternal  light. 

With  renewed  opportunities  for  learning  and  spiritual  prayer, 
we  strive  to  elevate  and  illuminate  the  lives  of  all  those  who 
place  their  trust  in  this  community.  Most  importantly,  we  strive 
to  be  a  kehillat  hesed-  a  caring  community  -  a  place  where  our 
individual  and  communal  embrace  provides  a  source  of  strength 
to  overcome  life’s  fears.  What  are  the  fears  that  you  yearn  to  be 
freed  from  this  year?  What  light  can  you  envision  God  and  this 
community  casting  upon  your  life?  As  the  psalmist  concludes: 
Look  to  the  Lord;  be  strong  and  of  good  courage!  O  look  to  the 
Lord!
